Commission Hears 
About Bad Roads 


The Coffee County Com- 
missioners met Monday in 
Enterprise, with all members 
present. The meeting began at 
10 a.m. and lasted until after 
5 p.m. 


The majority of the time 
was spent discussing problems 
on county roads. Delegations 
were present from all parts of 
the county asking for either re- 
lief from the damage of rec- 
ent flooding and heavy rains 
to requests for paving of 
dirt roads. CommisSioners 
expressed sympathy forall with 
road problems and assigned 
various commissioners to find 
a solution for the respective 
problems. They explained to 
each group that there were 
problems all over Coffee 
County at this time, and county 
crews were working day and 
night to correct these prob- 
lems. Six different groups 
or individuals appeared be- 
fore the commission todiscuss 
road problems on Monday 


The commission declared 
April 26 as Special Olympics 
Day in Coffee County. 


Gladys Clark received ap- 
proval to attend a Circuit Cl- 
erk's Convention on May 2°, 
30 and 31 with the County 
paying expenses. Also a mo- 
tion was approved to ask the 
Alabama legislature fora larg- 
er furnace at the swine lab to 
burn large animals 


Approval was received to 
borrow $9,432.43 from Enter- 
prise Banking Company to 
pay payment on property re- 
appraisal. Also a $75.00 do- 
nation to Enterprise Jr. Col- 
lege was approved. The com- 
missioners voted to hire a 
person for CETA Title VI to 
work on Typhus Control pro 
gram. 

A resolution was approved 
protesting the closing of the 
railroad depot in Elba The 
Elba City Council has asked 
for this help . 

A request for additional 
chairs and tables for the farm 
center was heard and approval 
for an additional desk and file 
cabinet for the sheriff's de- 
partment was approved, as was 
the Sheriff's request to buy 
new ID badges. 

The commissioners agreed 


with the State Highway Depart- 


ment on the installing and main- 
tenance of a flashing light at

27 and Coffee County 14. They 
are also checking into another

County Road 5° with the Le- 
Compt Bridge Road. 


The final order of busi- 
ness was potentially the most 
explosive.

Voting for 
Amos were Don Smith (who 
made the nomination), O. V.

Not voting were Albert Dyess, 
Flournoy Whitman and Byron 
Galloway.

THURSDAY, APRIL 16, 1975 


Request For Closing 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night without Mavor 
Sam Sawyer who was sick. A 
humber of matters were dis- 
cussed and there was very 
little disagreement among the 
council members. 


A request for road work in 
the Mulberry Heights area was 
heard and added to a lengthy 
list of other washed-out roads 
in town 


Lamar Kelley was named 
to head the summer baseball 
program at the request of Ree 
reation Director Alvin Cor 
del) Kelley replaces Elkin 
Williatison who resigned due 
to a change in his work sche 
dule 

Kelley and Jimmy Hudson 
reported onthe progress ofthe 
baseball and softball pro 
grams respectively while 
Cordell gave a report on the 
city pools. The council voted 
to get three bids on repairs at 
the River Pool and try to get 
the work completed before 
early May 


51x representatives of Sea- 
board Coastline Railroad ap- 
peared before the council 
urging the members to with- 
draw their resolution oppos- 
ing the closing of the Elba 
depot. Mr. H. J. Pigge, Sup- 
erintendent of the Waycross, 
Georgia district, which in- 
cludes Elba, spoke first and 
repeated most of the points 
he had made in an April Ist 
meeting in the office of THE 
ELBA CLIPPER with Pub- 
lisher Ferrin Cox and Elba 
Mayor Sam Sawyer. 

Pigge reported that a total 
of 3234 carloads of freight 
moved in and out of the Elba 
depot in 1°74, which was about 
3-1/2 hours of work for one 
man. He proposes combining 
the Elba depot agent with sev- 
eral others and operating a 
mobile van from Dothan to 
handle all the traffic. The 
Elba City Council had passed 
a resolution two weeks ago 
opposing the move. It must 
be approved by the Public 
Service Commission. Pigge 
responded to comments about 
“Elba losing railroad’’ by 
turning to division engineer 
Lester Kelley who reported 
over $1 million of improved 
rails and crossings during the 
past year, on the Elba line. 
Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
asked about the traffic load at 
Ozark and Enterprise and why 


these were not inciuded in the 
closing. No exact figures were 
ivailable but Pigge promised 
to get these figures to the 
council, Robert Folsom again 
attended the council meeting 
and voiced opposition to the 
move 

The council passed amo- 
tion to poll the people whouse 
the railroad in Elba and base 
any decision on their desires 
The Industrial Board willalso 
be consulted and local citizens 
are urged to voice opinions 
to the councii, preferably in 
writing 


Larry Sanders appeared 
with a complaint about water 
famage to his street and yard. 
rhe council discussed it at 
length before deciding totem- 
porarily close the street until 
repairs were made and to 
check with the city attorney 
ibout closing the street from 
Dr. Roberts St. to the Old 
River Road 

Charles Hayes Ill, chair- 
man of the Water and Electric 
Board, explained the Board's 
plans to purchase a new billing 
machine capable of doing all 
the book work for the city 
and the Water and Electric 
Board. He said the new ma- 
chine would give the utility 
customer a better under- 
Standing of what was being 
billed each mongh. However, 
he said it would not be prac- 
tical if the city were not plan- 
ning to use the expensive ma- 
chine also. The council ex- 
pressed approval of the idea 
and urged the Board to con- 
tinue with their plans. 

. Hayes reported thetrans- 
fer of $5,000 irom the Board 
to the Elba General Fund and 


“ prans for upgrading and im- 
’ proving the electric system in 


Elba. Hayes said engineering 
reports indicate that an ex- 
penditure of $220,000 is 
needed to properly serve pre- 
sent customers and antici- 
pated growth. 

The councilmen discussed 
the recreation center and par- 
ents’ concern for the actions 
of their children at the rec 
center. Various councilmen 
made observations on the mat- 
ter, and one said ‘‘Inside the 
kids all act properly, but out 
in the parking lot is something 
else. If some of the parents 
would go up there, they would 
beat the fire out of their child- 
ren.’’ No further explanation 
was given on the matter, and 
the council decided that too 
much police supervision would 
only result in the children’s, 
moving somewhere else. 

A $75.00 ad ina ten-year 
report of Enterprise Jr. Col- 
lege was turned down when 
Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
failed to get a second on his 
motion to buy the ad 

A letter on airport fund- 
ing was read and discussed 
aS Was a report on street dam- 
age around Elba. The council 
expressed concern over the 
current situation with General 
Teleplione closing the local 
office more and moving allthe 
work to Enterprise. A letter 
will be sent to the company 
asking that someone appear 
before the council and explain 
the matter. 

A suggestion was placed in 
the minutes urging the mayor 
to hire three additional people 
on a temporary basis due to 
flood damage. Sawyer had cut 
city emplovees last fall as an 
economy measure 

Final action was to approve 
paving bills of $4867.48

Tax Reform Or Hoax? 


Although [| am aware that 
the recent tax bill signed by 
President Ford is an attempt 
to stimulate a Sagging econ 
omy by cutting taxes, and I 
agree taxes are too high, | 
believe this is a bad bill and 
I could not support it 

This was a hasty, ill con 
ceived bill that left many mem 
bers in the dark as to what 
they were actually voting on 
Clean, printed copies of the 
conference report on this im- 
portant matter were not even 
available We did see a few 
pages with penned notes in the 
margin floating around on the 
floor during debate. Only one- 
hour .of debate on a bill to 
spend $24 billion and change the 
tax structure of this country 
was Simply not enough time, 
even if every member had a 
copy of the conference report 
and had carefully studied its 
provisions, which they did not 

Additionally, this was not 
a one-shot rebate to stimulate 
the economy as requested. With

sury to pay Social Security 
recipients. This year it will

Also, evident were gross 
inequities in the housing am- 
endments While the 5° tax 
credit for the purchase of new 
homes will probably stimulate 
the housing industry, what about 
used or remodeled homes? 

As for the actual tax re 
bates, as usual, the middle 
income taxpayer who needs 
them the most, get the least 

But perhaps the most dam- 
aging thing about this so-call- 
ed “tax cut bill” is that it 
perpetuates and increases long 
term deficit. Iam afraid this 
tax legislation will prove to be 
a cruel hoax on the American 
taxpayer that will return to 
haunt him in the form of rag- 
ing inflation, skyrocketing in- 
terest rates and economic 
chaos 

In signing the tax bill the 
President called on Congress 
to deficit spend no more than 
$60 billion. Meanwhile, Trea- 
sury Secretary Bill Simon 
predicts a deficit of $80 bil- 
lion and others estimate we 
will have a budget deficit of 
$100-$120 billion. There's no 
such thing as a free lunch and 
if the big spenders in Con- 
gress persist on running up 
massive deficits, they will ei- 
ther unleash a new round of 
inflation or force the economy 
to start eating its own seed 
corn 


CONGRESS MUST MOVE AGRESSIVELY TO SOLVE 
NATION’S ENERGY PROBLEMS 


During his televised sp- 
eech explaining why he was re- 
luctantly signing the $24 bil- 
lion tax reduction bill, Presi- 
dent Ford said that the next 
major responsibility facing 
Congress is to act on legisla- 
tion dealing with the Nation’s 
energy problems 

1 am in complete agree- 
ment with him that Congress 
must move aggressively to- 
ward solving our energy prob- 
lems This is a subject on 
which the Administration and 
Congress devoted more talk 
and less action than on any 
other major issue confront- 
ing the American people 

The United States has gone 
from complete self-suffi- 
ciency in oil in 1%50 to im- 
porting 15 percent of our needs 
in 1°60, then to 35 percent in 
1°73 when the oil boycott was 
started, and then to 40 per- 
cent today. And we are being 
warned that by the end of 
19°77 the United States will be 
forced to import 50 percent of 
our oil needs unless we insti- 
tute successful conservation 
measures, find new sources 
of domestic oil and develop 
alternate energy sources 

The United States is pay- 
ing some $25 billion a year 
for foreign oil. This is about 
as much per year as the Viet- 
nam war was costing us at 
the peak of our involvement, 
and it is this exorbitant cost 
that is one of the main causes 
of the recessions with its 
attendant unemployment, bu- 
siness disruption and other 
economic distress 


More than 500 energy re- 
lated bills have been intro- 
duced in this Congress, and 
there are now six major 
energy plans being proposed 
Yet no energy policy has been 
established. 

The President has a plan 
which would establish an im- 
port fee on oil whichis noth- 
ing more than a hidden tax 
The Joint House-Senate Dem- 
ocratic Leadership has a plan; 
Representative Ullman who 
heads the House Ways and 
Means Committee has.a plan; 
the 75 freshmen members of 
the House have a plan; the 
House Democratic Task Force 
on Energy has a plan; and the 
Democratic Advisory Council 
has a plan. Each of these are 
proposing new taxes on oil-- 
as muck as 40 cents a gallon 
--and some want to guarantee 
a floor under oil prices even 
if the price should fall 

I favor forced conservation 
measures to help reduce our 
dependence on foreign oil 
sources, but 1 oppose World 
War Il type rationing. And | 
favor gradual reduction of for- 
eign oil imports through the 
imposition of quotas and an 
allocation system for exist- 
ing supplies. I do not favor 
raising gas and. oil prices 
through increased taxation hor 
do I favor putting a floor under 
the price of foreign oil.’ If 
the price of foreign oil 
breaks--and that possibility 
exists--I want the American 
consumer, including users of 
electricity, to get the bene- 
fit of any price reduction

State Government rey

In all likelihood, the third 
special session of the Alabama 
Legislature which began on 
Tuesday, March 18, is as 
important to the general 
public as any other legislative 
session in recent years. A 
series of legislative proposals 
designed to give the State the 
necessary tools with which to 
properly regulate’ public 
utilities were introduced on 
the first night of the session. 
Briefly, the bills in Governor 
Wallace's package consist of 
the following: 

First, is a bill to define the 
rate base upon which the 
utilities are allowed a fair net 
return, providing that it be 
predicated upon original cost, 
less accrued depreciation. 
This is the standard used by a 
majority of the regulatory 
agencies throughout the 
country. This bill will simply 
allow for a better method of 
arriving at the rate base. It 
will also provide for a more 
valid return on company in- 
vestment., 

Second, is a bill to prohibit 
any utility or telephone 
company from automatically 
increasing any customer's 
billing through the passing on 
of any fuel charge or tax rate, 
unless there be review by the 
regulatory agency - the 
Alabama Public Service 
Commission. If the utility is 
entitled to any increase in 
rates arising out of the in- 
creased costs of its labor, fuel 
or other costs, the utilities can 
file an application, at 
anytime, and seek such in- 
crease as may be required, 
There would be no more 
automatic increases or ad- 


justments permitted without’ 


some type’ hearing or 
proceeding. 

Third, is legislation to 
prohibit any telephone 
company from receiving an 
automatic increase in its net 
return as the result of any 
contract with another com- 


pany. 
Fourth, is legislation to 
require refunds or 


repayments where utility 
rates are judicially held to be 
excessive. The courts have 
Stated that our , present 
statutes make no provision for 
such refunds. Certainly, this 
deficiency should be 
corrected. 

Fifth, is legislation 
requiring that the utilities gi: 2 
notice to reasonably iden- 
tifiable affected property 
owners of the filing of any 
application for a certificate of 
convenience and necessity. 

Sixth, is a bill which would 
retain the substantial 
evidence rule on judicial

review of commission orders. 
Such procedure is applicable 
to judicial review of all federal 
agencies and should be ap- 
plicable to commission 
proceedings. 

Seventh, is a_ bill which 
provides that appeals from 
telephone or utility rate orders 
of the commission be taken 
directly to the supreme court, 
Under present law, appeals go 
to and are tied up in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Montgomery 
County, often for several 
years in each case. 

And, lastly, is a bill to create 
the position of a public utility 
counsel. This would assure the 
appearance in all rate cases of 
an advocate for the consuming 
public. Normally, the utilities 
have available a large staff of 
company employees and 
lawyers, often supplemented 
by outside professional 


assistance. 

There will be other bills 
introduced by individual 
legislators during this session, 
many of which directly affect 
either the Public Service 
Commission or public utility 
companics. There is a growing 
feeling amongst many in the 
Legislature that the basis for 
the real problem lies with the 
Public Service Commission 
itself. This is due largely to 
inadequate staffing and other 
related problems. At least two 
bills were introduced to 
change the composition of the 
Commission and to improve 
its funding and _ staffing 
requirements. 

In summary, none of the 
bills proposed by the Ad- 
ministration will reduce 
utility rates currently in ef- 
fect. The bills will, if passed, 
allow for better utility 
regulation in the future. The 
laws enacted during this 
session will have a lasting 
effect on utility regulation in 
Alabama. Our goal in 
government must be to 
provide adequate and suf- 
ficient services from public 
utility companies at the lowest 
possible cost to the consuming 
public. The Legislature will 
not be able to complete the 
present session in a _ short 
period of time due to the 
complexity of the proposed 
legislation and of the problem 
itself. We will see, in my 
opinion, a cautious, deliberate 
approach to the problem 
solving process in this session. 
Hopefully, the end result will 
be the enactment of 
meaningful laws that will 
allow state government to do a 


.much better job of utility 


regulating public utility 
companies in Alabama.

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PROTECTING 
YOUR FOOD 


If you've been all wrapped 
up in looking for ways to 
keep food costs from eating 
away at your savings, it may 
give you some food for 
thought to consider some- 
thing that's been preventing 
produce prices from growing 
as much as they might, 

Not very long ago, before 
the introduction of pre-pack- 
aged foods, the cost of fresh 
fruit and vegetables doubled 
everytime they changed 
hands between the farmer and 
the consumer because of loss 
and spoilage, according to the, 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. In those years, 
when most prices and wages 
were much lower than they 
are today, apples were selling 
for $1.75 a dozen!

“Drowsy Christians’’ 
sounds bad enough but ‘‘Drow- 
sy Churches’’ sounds even 
worse! As we look factually 
and spiritually at our own 
lives and the life of so many 
churches today -- we are 
under indictment from our 
Lord for being lazy and sleepy 
The nations of our world seem 
to be at loose ends, like shep- 
herdless sheep, like a rudder- 
less ship. Everybody is talk- 
ing about it... confusion is epi- 
demic leadership is inecl- 
ipse. I am not very happy over 
using these words. |Lhad much 
rather be able to use suchad 
jectives about the church as 
alive - alert - sensitive -- 
these are much more fitting 
Fitting - but are they truth- 
ful about most of us and most 
of our churches? 

The truth, oftentimes, is 
that we churchmen have al- 
ways gone to sleep at the wrong 
time. We have followed the 
pattern of our Lord’s disciples 
in the Garden of Gethsemane: 
“Then He came to the disci- 
ples and said, ‘‘Are you still 
Sleeping?’’ (Matt. 26:45). A 
renowned commentator sp- 
eaks of this incident as ‘‘a 
psychological riddle.’’ How 
could they do it - in an hour 
such as that? But, more ofa 
riddle is - how can we be 
asleep in times such as we 
live in today? 

Take, for example, the 
drowsiness that is indicated by 
the failure of so many church- 
es to grow as they should. Our 
denominations often report 
pains but upon examination, we 
sometimes find that it takes 50 
or 150 members to gain one

DRUG ABUSE IS RISING- 
al WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 


This is the conclusion of a 13-part series. 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70's. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


WHAT HAPPENS IF YOU GET ‘‘BUSTED?”’ 


During the past five years the laws governing drugs have 
changed drastically, some becoming more lenient, others more 
severe. To discuss likely punishments for each of the possible 
offenses would take pages. More important is what a drug 
arrest means personally and the effect it has on one's life 
afterward. 


If arrested on a drug charge which is a felony, and ultimately 
convicted, after paying the price the sentence demands, one 
still has to face the added disadvantages of loss of voting 
rights and the very definite drawback of having the conviction 
on his record for years to come. Employers naturally shy 
away from hiring an ex-felon, if they know of the conviction, 
and obtaining credit is considerably hampered. Some states 
have passed, or are in the process of passing, legislation that 


‘ will prohibit transmittal of such record information for em- 


ployment or credit purposes, but this in itself cannot overcome 
the stigma of having been convicted. Human nature being what 
it is, when people find out a person has been convicted of a 
crime, regardless of the crime, its seriousness, and the fact 
that the person who was convicted has served his sentence or 
paid his debt to society in other ways, he is still generally 
thought of as a ‘‘criminal.’’ It is difficult to find anyone who 
will trust him in important matters; even friends and rela- 
tives seemingly never forget. Such discouragement is hard to 
live with and easily leads to getting into trouble with autho- 
rities time after time. 

Notwithstanding these factors, any relaxation of the laws against 
the sale and/or misuse of drugs would only serve to weaken 
what should be a united front to stamp out drug abuse once 
and for all. Let the courts continue to have the prerogative 
to deal with lesser drug offenses as the individual case justi- 
fies, and retain or stiffen penalties in the more serious cate- 
gories, such as the illicit sale of drugs especially to minors. 


Obviously this series, in the interest of conserving space, 
has only touched on the high points of the drug abuse scene as 
it stands today. Broader education on the subject has been 
urged and to accomplish this, Americans must become more 
involved. For starters, interested people may visit the public 
library and expose themselves to considerable basic informa- 


tion. Also, specific information on what is happening in drug 
abuse may be obtained by writing this government agency: 
National Clearing House For Drug Abuse Information, Room 
8C-0°, 5600 Fishers Lane, Rockville, Maryland, 20852. A 
wealth of practical information and statistics can be obtained 
from this source. In addition, concerned citizens will benefit 
themselves and the community immensely by joining existing 
anti-drug abuse groups, or forming new groups designed for 
the study and dissemination of drug information. Even neigh- 
borhood discussion groups would prove beneficial among par- 
ents and others interested in helping head off anew crisis 
and further proliferation of drug abuse. 


For those already involved in the drug abuse problem, and now 
seeking a way out, there is professional help available, ready, 
willing and well equipped to serve you. Don’t try to go it alone 
as real progress is seldom attainable in this manner. Call the 
county health officer’s office for guidance on the best proce- 
dures in your individual case. 


Parents, as always is the case in so many problems that po- 
tentially involve children, must be the first and most powerful 
line of defense. Parents MUST learn the true facts about drug 
abuse so that when they are talking to their children about 
drugs, they speak with intelligence and authority, never lending 
themselves to the absurdity of preaching on the basis of ‘‘old 
wives’ tales."’ This kind of thinking, coupled with setting good 
personal examples in achieving life's fulfillments without the 
use of pills, capsules and alcohol, will help to provide the 
satisfaction of seeing your children escape the pitfalls pro- 
vided by the world’s drug merchants!
